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MAUSOLEUMS

HE  sacred  desire  to  perpetuate  the  lives  of  loved  ones 
is  as  old  as  time  itself.  To  fulfill  this  desire  the  ingenuity  of  artists  and  artisans  from 
time  immemorial  has  been  devoted  to  the  creation  and  execution  of  expressions  of  honor 
and  love  for  those  who  have  gone  before.  The  media  for  these  expressions  have  been 
imperishable  marble  and  stone.  One  of  the  outstanding  examples  of  this  purpose  is 
illustrated  below — the  Taj  Mahal,  the  world’s  most  beautiful  memorial. 

This  remarkable  building  was  erected  by  the  Mogul  Emperor  Shah  Jehan  at  Agra, 
near  Delhi,  India,  as  a  tomb  for  his  favorite  wife.  The  towering  minarets  and  the 


The  Taj  Mahal  at  Agra,  India 
(Note  man  in  circle  as  to  immensity  of  mausoleum) 
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vaulted  dome  typify  the  majestic  reverence  which  the  emperor  held  for  his  young  wife, 
while  the  inlay  of  precious  stones  bespeaks  his  affection  for  her. 

When  the  Moguls  came  to  India  in  the  early  16th  century  they  brought  with  them 
their  Persian  civilization.  Thus  it  is  natural  to  find  the  Hindu  architects  and  artisans 
building  in  the  Persian  style  for  their  conquerors.  For  its  erection  a  vast  army  of  Hindu 
workmen  labored  for  22  years,  and  although  the  labor  cost  nothing,  over  twenty  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  were  expended  in  its  construction.  It  is  of  white  marble,  130  feet  square 
at  base  and  nearly  200  feet  high  to  the  top  of  the  large  dome. 

Inside,  under  the  great  echoing  dome,  are  the  cenotaphs  or  false  tombs  of  Shah 
Jehan  and  his  Empress.  The  sunlight  filters  into  this  chamber  through  marble  screens, 
intricately  wrought  and  as  delicate  as  lace,  lighting  up  the  jeweled  cenotaphs.  The 
walls  of  the  interior  are  covered  with  floral  designs  cunningly  inlaid  with  semi-precious 
stones.  The  real  tombs  of  the  royal  pair  are  side  by  side  in  the  vaulted  chamber  below, 
and  devoid  of  ornament. 

The  marble  of  which  this  w'onderful  memorial  is  constructed  is  almost  identical 
in  texture  and  appearance  with  Georgia  Marble,  and  notwithstanding  it  has  withstood 
the  fury  of  the  elements  for  more  than  300  years,  the  delicate  details  of  this  beautiful 
tomb  stand  out  today  as  if  they  had  been  carved  only  a  short  time  ago,  a  convincing 
testimony  to  the  beauty  and  durability  of  crystalline  marble.
